The specific sums which we 
expect to receive under each sub- 
head of revenus are shown at 
pages 6 to 12 of the Estimates 
before you.

The death of the young King of Greece will be generally regretted, 
Ig will be remembered that early this month King Alexandros was 
bitten by a pet monkey, and although ha thought little of it at the 
time, intestinal complications set in, followed by recurring attacks of 
fever, which caused considerable anxiety among the Royal household. 
The sensations! statement was made that the monkey was suffering 
from rabies, with which it had bean: artificially inoculated for the 
express :prrpose of making an attempt upon the King’s life, but the 
story was contradicted by Professor Vidal, who was in attendance 
on the King. He emphatically declared that the infection had nothing 
to do with rabies. The King was only 27 years of age, and succeeded 
to the throne, according to the terms of the ultimatum of the 
Guaranteeing Powers, on the expulsion of his father and his elder 
brother (the Crown Prince), whosa differences with M. Venizelos and 
Greek public opinion generally on the question of the entry of Greeea 
into the war brought sbout their downfall. Prince Paulos, the 
deceased King's brother, whe was bern in 1901, is the successor, bat 
as he is absent from the country, it will he necessary, according to 
the constitution, to appoint a Regent. The name of Admiral 
Courdouriotos is freely mentioned in this connection, and his election 
when Parliament is convened is regarded as almost a foregone con- 
elusion. Meantime the Cabinet is acting aa a Council of Regency.

“The year 1820 might be con- 
sidered the most brilliant. i in 
Scott’s career. Thst was before 
jt bad been clouded by domestic 
affliction and crippling ill health,” 
says the Glasgow Herald. 

“ Ais mother, hér brother and 
her sister died within a few days 
of each otber, and he himself was 
so ill that even bis iron resolution 
gave way and he despaired of re- 
covery. Butin spite of mental 
snd bodily torture his imagins- 
tion worked at its highest pitch 
and gave toan astonished and 
delighted world “The Bride of 

mmermoor, Loe Legend ot 
Montrose,” and * Ivanhoe, three 
of his finest novels. 

. “Most of this excellent fiction 

was dictated amid such agonizing 
pain as it seemed no human 
frame could bear. aod Scott's 
friends looked for the worst. 
Speaking of The Bride of Lam- 
mermoor,” James Ballantyne says 
ig ‘was not, only written but 
published before Mr. Scott was 
able to rise from his bed; and he 
assuted me that, when it was 
first put into his hands, he did 
not recollect one single incident, 
character, or conversation it con- 
tained. A marvellous instance 
of the trinmph of mind, over- 
matter! 


TWO STORIES AT a TIME. 

““Tvanhos’ was the first novel 
in.which Scott_broke away from 
purely Scottish grouad, and Eng- 
lish readers. hailed cit with 
acclamation. Dr. Moore, the 
author.of " Zaluco,’ had advised 
Burns to abandon the use of 
the ground that it must narrow 
the circle of his sdmirets, and 
no doubt Scott’s native themes 
and language made a less 
powerful appeal to those outside 
the rank of Scots. and therafore 
lacking in fult understanding and 

sympathy. But “Ivanhoe” ¢ 
ite setting in one of the iat 
romantic periods of English his- 
tory, the ‘Lion ‘King’ was 
supremely popular subject, and 
the book placed the auchor of the 
Waverley Novels on the highest 
pinnacle of fame. 
“Fram its publication, indeed, 
a’ certain decline in vogue mar 
be dated, and it would have Been 
well if some wise, friendly 
critics had bad the sense and the 
courage to utter a warning that 
might have served tocheck the 
lavish expenditure that marked 
the brief period before the crash 
came. While ‘Ivanhoe’ was in 
progress Scott was at work also 
on ‘The Monastery.” finding the 
writing ofa tale that belonged to 
his own ‘neighbourhood a relief 
from the composition of one 
where his imagination was more 
severely taxed. 


THEN CAME “ KENILWORTH.” 


“The two.stories seemed to 
give edcb other relish, like bread 
and ch2eso, as -Gray- saya-of-his 
Habit of reading Greek prose and 
verse concurrently. “The Moh- 
astery’ was by no means wll 
received, and Scott was coustrain- 
ed to admit that the White Lady 
and the Euphuist bad missed fire. 
It was an inauspicious opening 
for the 1820 season, and Sco:t felt 
the check. But he quickly rallied, 
and in ‘The Abbot’ and 
"Kenilworth’ he made ample 
amends fora comparative failure. 
His portraits of Queen Mary and 
Queen Elizabeth are among 
the most notable things in 
literature. 

“Scott's mastery: of the situa- 
tion was aided bythe restoration

In the history of this Colony there have been few. ifany, Budget 
speeches which have been awaited with a deeper measure of public 
“interest (hat thratttetivered- to-day by-his Excelleiicy the Governo 
There are two reasons for that--one the prevailing belief that, 
——ynRinly in-consequence ofthe falling opium revenue, fresh sources 
of incorse would have to be found; the other, that thete axe import- 
ant projects contemplated, affecting both Hongkong and Kowloon, 
the-carrying out of which cannot be much longer delayed. Io 
addition to ttiese two elements, it bas,been felt that the 1920 Budget 
statement would afford the’general public some indication of the 
lines of policy ta be followed by Sir Edward Stubbs in his adminis- 
tration of the Colony’s affairs, for his last Budget speech was 
delivered very shortly.after his arrival here—in fact, at the very 
first Council meeting which he attended—and was necessarily 
rather more reflective of the policies of “‘cthers than of 
any general course se: bY himself. Keeping these points in mind. 
we shall ba interested to see how to-day’s speech is received by the 
Unofficials and the public whom they are supposed to represoant. 
From tbe purely tinancial standpoint, the Colony is not 
in nearly such a happy position as it was twelve months 
ago. Indeed, so far as credit balances go, those of the pas: 
have, apparently become reduced to the point of extinction. 
With regard to the year just ending. expectations beth in 
egard to revenue and expenditure are lixely to be falsified. The

GOVERNMENT HOUSE. 

Under item 9 FT any 
asking the Council.to vote a 
sum af $200,000 for works at 
Government House. The kitchen 
and garage blocks ‘are quite 
unsuitabla for modern require- 
ments, and would have been 
reconstructed long ago but for the 
economy necessitated by the war. 
The vote now asked for providoa 
for their reconstruction and also 
for the provision of additional 
bedrooms. The existing bedroom 
accommodation at Government 
House is scarcely adequate for aJ 
Governor, who has any family 
of his own, and it is

HOSPIPALS. 

Item 11 refers to a propdsat 
to build. a. new hospital 
to relieve the pressure at the 
Civil Hospital where. the demand 
bas outgrown the accommoda- 
tien—ltis-the intention to allow 
private practitioners, to have 
wards in which they, can see 
their own patients in the. new 
hospital. The question of site 
is bound up with the 
Military Lands question, and it 
may not ba possible to make @ 
commencement next Fear. 

Item 12 provides for a building 
for ap outpatient department for 
the Governmant Civil Hospit- 
al, which should be of great use 
both to the Government and to 
the-Eniversity. 

Item 3 is in respect of the 
rebuilding of Saiyingpun School 
ona site on Bonbam Road near 
the University, which it is hoped 
tov acquire. The site affords 
ample space for a large school on 
modern lines. 

NEW ROADS. 

Under Roads, item 16, 1 may 

call attention to the road from 


Bowen Road to Deap Water Bayes 


which will provide quicker com- 
munication with the southern 
side of the island; to the road 
from Taitam Gap to Cape 
D'Aguilar, which will open up 
new country: to the, road trom 
Wanchai Gap, past Magazine 
Gap, to Chamberlain Road, which 
will open up the Peak to motor 
traffic ; to the widening of Garden 
Road; to the widening and 
improvement.of the Shaukiwan 
Road, which forms’ part 
scheme for driving a 100° main 
road along the line of the present 
Praysa East out to Shaukiwan. 

_It is not proposed to prozeéd 
the scheme for widerring Queen's 
Road East, as the expense is 
enormous, and on the completion

this, however, being more than accounted for by ‘the reduced 
revenue from opium, which shrunk from six to four and a half 
million dollars..

It is impossible, on a mere cursory glance through the Budget 
speech, to deal in detail with the nomerous and important points 
which it covers, but wo are gratified to see that thera is nO anxiety 

_felt regarding ability to find arople sources of revanue to meet the 
present and future uéeds of the Colony. The idea to raise a further 
million dollars by seadjusting tho stemp-duties is an admirable one: 
for 3 graduated scale of fees, bothfh regard to receipts and other 
documents, provides an easy method of obtaining more money with- 
out the pinch being felt. The shrinkage of revenue from opiam was 
expected, and it.is certain to still further decline in the future. But, 
as we say, there are ample means of offsetting losses of this char- 
acter and of finding fresh sources of additional income. Many im- 
portant works are foreshadowed in the Budget speech, and some 
idea of the extent of money involved therein may be gathered from 
the fact that close on five milion dollars are to be spent on 
-Public Works Extraordinary, which is easily a record vote. And, we 
are especially gratified in this regard to note His Excellency’s 
suggestion that thé help of private firms may be made use of to 
hasten on urgent projects, Itis most satisfactory also to see that 
hospital matters are being given much prominence, thatthe Kowloon 
Hospital is to be started, the Victoria: Hospital reconstructed and, if 
possible, a new hospital built to relieve the congestion at the G.C:H. 
Then also there is tobe a new Government building near the Central . . .

The evils connected with the 
traffic in girls are so great that 
fuller powers are desirable for 
dealing with it.The existing 
section is insufficient because in 
cases falling under paragraph (b) 
of sub-section (1) of section 
18 of the Protection of 
Women and Girls Ordinance it 
is necessary to prove thst tho 
girl left or was taken-out of the 
possession of her father or mother 
or ofsome other definite person 
having the lawful care or charge 
of her. The impossibility of 
tracing the relatives, and the 
stupidity or connivance of the 
girl, sometimes make this 
proof , unobtainable. In the 
circumstances it ‘does not 
seem unreasonable to put the 
onus on any one found in charge 
of a girl of showing that. he 
obtained charge of her lawfully.

FAMINE RELIEF. 


_ Council Votes $100,000. 


AL to-day’s 
Legistative 


meeting of 
Council, a recom- 
mendation was made to the 
Finance Committee by His 
Excellency the Governor that the 
Council should vote the sum of 
$100,000 to the Famine Relief 
Fund in North China 

His Excellency said:— Before
